TRAVELING IN FOREIGN STATE 

Vacation season is well under way 
and many motorists are planning 
either trips to neighboring states or 
extensive tours.

DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING ANIMAL OF 
SHREDDED PAPER OR SIMILAR MATERIAL 


Take a wire marked A for the center, or spine of animal. Take 
two other wires marked B, of equal length, lay them across wire A 
and attach them to it, at their centers to form legs. Near one end 
of wire A, fix a small heart-shaped piece of paper, or other material, 
for the nose. A little farther along wire A, attach a short cross wire, 
holding two round buttons, or similar objects, for eyes. 


Take a piece of cardboard, or similar material, roll it over 
central wire A (the spine) and attach it to wires B to make the 
body of the animal. 


Take several sheets of tissue paper, fabric, or other material 
and make a central fold, A, down the length of this material, and 
fasten it together along the central fold A, by stitching or otherwise. 
Then cut the paper or material into strips or flues running from 
either side, almost to the central fold A. When the material has 
been thus shredded, attach it to wire A (the spine) along fold A, 
from the nose to the tip of the tail.
